$4 Million 
Recreation 
Plan Bared

A $4,016.800 park and recre­ 
ation development program, to 
be financed by a bond issue, was 
recommended to the Park and 
Recreation Commission last 
night.

Harry B. Van Bcllehem. direc­ 
tor of the Recreation Depart- 
meit. urged that more than half 
of the amount. $2.722.500, be us­ 
ed 1o purchase 11 park sites, to­ 
talling 121 acres.

The remainder would be lined 
for improving existing sites.

The director's recommenda­ 
tion did not include the date for 
a bond issue. Twice before park 
bond issues were defeated.

Large new sites will include 
36 acres at Del Amo Blvd. and 
Norton Ave.; 25 acres in Waltcria 
Lake, 13 acres at the south end 
of Madison Ave., and 10 acres 
at 17Blh St. and Arlington Ave

Five and six acre neighborhood 
parks were recommended for 
IHfith St. and Arlington Av«-. 
182nd St. and Arlington. IHtith 
St. and Prairie Ave. Emerald 
and Victor Sts., 229th St. and 
Avis Ave.. 2.11st St. and Arling­ 
ton Ave.. and Border Ave. and 
Plaza Del Amo.

Van Bcllehem suggested that 
the largest single capital project, 
a community building and pic­ 
nic site be developed in the civic 
center at a cost of $361.000.

He also suggested installing an 
18-hole golf course in (he En- 
tradero Sump at a cost of $150,- 
000.

Other developments include El 
Nido Park, El Retiro Park. Guen- 
sen Park, I* Romeria.

Men Need Women More Than Teenagers
Held for
BurglariesMen need women more than 

women need men.
That was the conclusion of 

Kurt Frantl, M.D., speaker in 
the third lecture in the Har­ 
bor District Forum series in 
San Pcdro High School.

The psychiatrist hammered 
home his point by saying that 
statistics indicate that marital 
status influences the outcome 
of all diseases and injuries.

The survey, he claimed, 
shows clearly that death from 
illness and accidents occurs 
more frequently among single 
persons than married ones.

Furthermore, he said, the 
death rate is higher in wid­ 
owed persons and is highest 
among divorced, with men 
more subject to fatalities than

women in each category.
He explained that if 100 mar­ 

ried people died from tuberc­ 
ulosis of the lungs, the same 
illness would claim the lives of 
430 single. 463 widowed and 
564 divorced men. This com 
pares with 229 single. 267 
widowed and 262 divorced 
women.

"The tremendous influence 
on all causes of illness is in­ 
dicated in diseases which long 
have been known to have emo­ 
tional factors influencing their 
outcomes," Dr. Frantl said.

He said the death rate 
among non-married people is 
considerably higher in lung 
cancer than married people.

The psychiatrist maintained 
that more divorced persons die

in automobile accidents, sui­ 
cides and homicides.

For 100 married people who 
die ui auto accidents. 367 di­ 
vorced men die in auto acci­ 
dents, 332 from other acci­ 
dents, 384 from suicides and 
562 from homicide. This com­ 
pares with 254 divorced wom­ 
en dying from motor vehicle 
accidents. 232 from other acci­ 
dents. 291 from suicides and
